The action taken by the board of 
trade in regard to the improvement ef 
the steamship service between this port 
and Tacomq and Keattle is meeting with

Trans-Mississippi Congress Galls Upon 
the President to Take Action. 

St. Paul, Aug. 22.-cWlien the trnns- 
Miooissippi Congress was called to or¬ 
der to-day for too closing session, J. M. 
Gardner, of St. Louis, moved the adop¬ 
tion of roKolutions which he presented. 
These slightly differed from the "Wet- 
more resolution earlier in the session, 
and precipitated another lively debate. 
T)ie point of discussion was more whe¬ 
ther the proposition would be generally 
looffed on as partisan action by congress 
than on the merits of the case. A vote 
was finally reached before 11 o’clock, 
and by a vote of 20 to 19 the resolutions 
were adopted as follows: 

*Whereas, this trust system has been 
and is a menace to oui; republican insti¬ 
tutions, and 

"Whereas, if allowed to continue to 
form combinations in restraint of trade 
and th* elimination of competition, the 
wealth of the entire country will be con¬ 
centrated in the hand of a few, and 

“Whereas, the said combinations are 
calculated to destroy the ambition of the 
yoath of the country, it being well un¬ 
derstood the ambition and hope of the 
yonng men of this country have made it 
great, therefore be It 

"Resolved, by this congress, that the 
President of t^e United States be urged 
to use all power vested in hia office to 
the end that tlie growing power and in¬ 
fluence of the trust* majr be destroyed, 
and be it further 

“Resolved, that if in the wisdom of the 
National Congress the laws on the stat- | 
wte books are Insufficient to sqppreas this 
growing evil, that other more stringent 
and efficient hiws be speedily enacted.” j

Ou 
every little kopje one can see the mneh- 
tulkcd of block houses, which were a 
splendid contrivance und would uloue 
ousure thut Kitchener's staff would b# 
remembered in South Africa. I have 
been in several of the blockhouses, but 
they ore, of course, deported now, as the 
little garrisons were withdrawn- soon 
after the declaration of pence. We have 
black boys to look after us, do the cook¬ 
ing, etc. They cannot cook, like China- 


boya I like' 1 Durban very much. It 
has a tropical climate, and oranges and 
banana* grow in abundance* and are 
very cheap, '«b© suburb* of the town 
stretch for mile* along the hillside 1 oyer¬ 
looking It.

niUTISH HEROES- AWARD. 


Duke of Wellington Was Well Paid for 
His Great Service*. 


Now that the war is over the ques¬ 
tion arises us to tho rewards to be paid 
to tho victorious commander*. There 
is some interest therefore. In noting 
what amounts were paid to the great 
contains of the last century, for, uft*r 
all, our modem warfare roll of rewahis 
begins with the nineteenth and huddles 
underground the story of sin and shame 
of our eighteenth century military ©per 
ations. Tho great captuin, Wellington, 
came first—first in dute, "first in rank, 
first, indeed, in everything. After TiU- 
nvern, in 1800. he became Viscount 
Wellington, and had n pension of £2,000 
a yenr copferred on him und his two suc¬ 
cessors in the title, and the pension only 
lapsed two years ago. In 1S12 he got 
an earldom and un additional £2,000 n 
year and in October of the same ydar 
iH'cante Marquis, with a grant of £100,- 
000 for purchase of lands to descend 
with the marquisate. Finally, in May, 
1814, when everybody thought that Na¬ 
poleon In Elba was done for, he was 
made a Duke, and received £400,000 to 
purchase estates entailed on the heirs 
male of his body. % 

But Napoleon was not done with yet, 
and Waterloo brought its reward, for 
the Duke, after being thanked by Par¬ 
liament, “for the consummate ability, 
unexampled exertion, and irresistible 
ardor displayed by him on the 18th, 
receives! an additional sum of £200,000 
tor tho purchase of land*, to be held by 
him and fils heirs on tfte tenure of rend¬ 
ering a tri-color H«g •** every 18th of 
June. Thus the l>uko received £4.000 
a year, and £7000,000, to may nothing of 
his £20,000 a year iu Spain and £2,000 
in Belgium. After that there was no 
grant until 1839, Sir John Keane was 
then created Baron Keane of Ghurnee. 
with a pension of £2,000 for himself and 
his two immediate successors in the 
peersg-.*. Then came Chillionwallah, and 
Viscount Gough received £2.000 a year 
for himself and the next two heirs to 
the title. Lord Napier, of Magdala, re¬ 
ceived £2,000 a year for himself and hi* 
successor. Ix»rd Woladey received 
£25.000 after the Ashantee war, and tho 
thnnks of Parliament. Lord Roberts 
got £100,000 —Tendon Chronicle.

II** has a large 
parish, and ma;.y members of Ids coiy 
g rogation reside outside its limlW so 
thnt his visiting duties art* souwwhnt 
arduous. In the pulpit Mr. Jenns Is dis¬ 
tinguished by his hrond-minded views 
and extensive knowledge. After nearly 
40 years resident's in the West, he re¬ 
mains in sentiment and mnnner n typical 
English clergyman, whose advice and

Mr. Jenns, however, preferred people in the hour of need.
